EDITORIAL 



CLASS RATES IN FLORIDA 

In the past several Annual Reports of this Commission 
considerable space has been given to the history of the 
development of Class Rates in the Southeast under Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's Docket No. 13494. These 
new class rates became effective on January 15th, 1928, 
and interstate class rate traffic has been moving under 
them since that date. 

In December, 1927, Florida carriers made formal appli- 
cation to this Commission for the revision of Florida 
intrastate class rates to conform to the Southeastern ad- 
justment, also to adopt for intrastate application the 
Southern Classification, with certain exceptions. 

Accordingly, this Commission, under formal notice to 
the carriers and shippers of this State, held formal hear- 
ings on the said applications, at Jacksonville, Fla., on 
Feb. 7, 1928, at Tampa, Fla., on March 20, 1928, and on 
May 14, 1928. 

After taking a great deal of testimony and hearing all 
witnesses who desired to be heard, the Commissioners, 
under date of October 20, 1928, "under Order No. 977, 
effective Feb. 1st, 1928, authorized as applicable to Flor- 
ida intrastate traffie the publication of the same scale of 
class rates, classes 1 to 12, as were made effective Jan. 15, 
1928, on intrastate traffic, said rates to be subject to cer- 
tain exceptions, to Southern Classification, also authoriz- 
ing the cancellation of Florida Classification No. 7 as to 
class rates. 

We provided certain exceptions to Southern Classifica- 
tion, retaining in effect the rates and ratings on all classes 
K and below. 

Under this new adjustment, 1st and 2nd elass rates, and 
in some instances third class rates, are slightly advanced. 
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As a rule, on the other classes there are reductions, so 
that, as a matter of fact, there will be no increase in the 
revenues of the carriers as to this class of traffic. There 
are considerable reductions in classes 4, 5 and 6, which 
classes move a large volume of the total class traffic. 

The benefit of this new adjustment will be found mostly 
in the matter of uniformity. Not only will the rates be 
more easily understood, but they will, in large measure, 
be uniform, not only with the interstate rates of the 
southeast, but also with the intrastate rates in the South- 
east, all of the states having adopted the same system. 
There is one exception as to uniformity. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission found that on account of low traf- 
fic density, and because of the fact that Florida is a 
terminal state, rates should be somewhat higher in Florida 
than in the rest of the southeast, resulting in the imposi- 
tion of an arbitrary of approximately 15 percent for the 
distance hauled in Florida south of the line of the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway from Jacksonville to River Junc- 
tion, Florida. 

For the benefit of Florida shippers we are reproducing 
in full below Order No. 977, which carries a detailed ex- 
planation of these new class rates, what they are, how 
they are to be applied, how mileages are to be constructed 
thereunder, the exceptions to Southern Classification, &e.

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
STATE OF FLORIDA 

The applications of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, 
the Fort Myers Southern Railroad, the Tampa Southern 
Railroad, the Georgia, Southern & Florida Railway, and 
the Clyde Steamship Company (St. Johns River Line), 
were dated Dec. 7, 1927, aud by subsequent communica- 
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tion the Florida East Coast Railway asked to be included 
as a party to such applications, which was granted. 

The application of the Seaboard Air Line Railway was 
dated Dec. 7, 1927. 

The application of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company was dated Dec. 10, 1927, 

The application of the American Short Line Railroad 
Association was filed Dec. 17, 1927, on behalf of the fol- 
lowing carriers: Alabama & Western Florida Railway 
Company; Georgia & Florida Railroad; Florida Central 
& Gulf Railway; Georgia, Florida & Alabama Railway 
Co. ; Jacksonville, Gainesville & Gulf Railway ; Live Oak, 
Perry & Gulf Railroad Company; Marianna & Blounts- 
town Railroad Company, and Trans-Florida Central Rail- 
road. 

This Commission, on its own motion, included in the 
hearing all other carriers by rail in the State of Florida. 

Inasmuch as the Florida Central & Gulf Railway, the 
Georgia, Florida & Alabama Railway Company, and the 
Jacksonville, Gainesville & Gulf Railway are under the 
management and control of the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way, these carriers will not be considered as short or weak 
lines, but will be treated as one and the same with the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway. 

Since hearings in this matter were begun this Commis- 
sion has authorized the Clyde Steamship Company (St. 
Johns River Line) to discontinue its service on the St. 
Johns River, that company will be eliminated from con- 
sideration. 

Discussion of the Applications in Detail 
LOUISVILLE & NASHVILLE RAILROAD COMPANY 

Class Rates. This company asks authority to revise the 
intrastate class rates in accordance with the findings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, concerning inter- 
state class rates in its decision in I. C. C. Docket No. 
13494, the class rates to be applied over that line between 
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points in the State of Florida to be the Appendix K-2 
scale, as set forth in Appendix "A" hereto, which is 
made a part of this Order. Class rate percentages to be 
referred to later. 

This distance scale of class rates is proposed for single 
line application over the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
between points in Florida. It is also proposed for joint 
line application over the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, 
and other carriers subject to the addition of differentials 
as provided in the petitions of other Florida carriers for 
that portion of a haul which may be over such other 
Florida carriers. 

Distances, That in computing distances the shortest 
routes shall he used over which carload traffic can be 
moved without transfer of lading. 

Classification. Southern Classification No. 48, with 
Note "B" of Agent E. H. Dulaney's Exception No. 5 to 
Southern Classification. Where commodities "any quan- 
tity" are now rated in lettered classes below D, the rat- 
ing to be changed to apply "carload," subject to the 
classification minimum weight, but no change at this time 
in the ratings, less than carload or "any quantity," on: 

Cotton, unginned. 

Naval stores. 

METHOD OF PUBLICATION 

To publish specific point to point rates between the 
more important stations and the grouping of smaller sta- 
tions, except for single line hauls of 150 miles and less.

Inasmuch as the Fort Myers Southern Railroad and the 
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Tampa Southern Railroad are under the management and 
control of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, they will be 
considered the same as the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad. 

Class Bates. Authority is asked to revise all class rates, 
between points on petitioning- lines in the State of Flor- 
ida, east of the Apalachicola River on basis of the K-2 
scale, with the addition of the L-2 arbitraries, substituting 
said basis for the present rates on classes 1 to D, inclusive, 
and H and F. 

Distances, It is proposed to use the shortest routes 
over which carload traffic can be moved without transfer 
of lading. 

Classification. Southern Classification No. 48, with Ex- 
ceptions shown in Note B of Agent E. H. Dulaney's excep- 
tion No. 5 to Southern Classification, except, 

It is not proposed to change the carload ratings at 
present appearing in Florida Classification on commodi- 
ties now given lettered classes other than A to D, inclu- 
sive, and F and H. 

It is proposed to change "any quantity" ratings on 
commodities now given lettered classes below A to D 
inclusive, and F and H. It is not, however, proposed at 
this time to change the less than carload or "any quan- 
tity" ratings appearing in Florida Classification on 

Cotton, unginned, 

Naval stores. 

Method of Publication. Specific rates between the more 
important stations and grouping the smaller stations 
therewith, except where the short line distance is made 
over one line, and does not exceed 150 miles, the mileage 
scale will be applied. 

SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY 

The Seaboard Air Line Railway concurs in the petition 
filed by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad except insofar 
as the petition of that line contemplates the establishment 
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of the same rates over joint lines as are proposed for 
application over single lines, and proposes the following 
differentials for joint hauls, first class :

No petitions were filed on behalf of the other lines 
mentioned, but such lines were included in this investiga- 
tion under the terms of the original notiee therein. 

The above carriers on whose behalf petitions were filed 
adopt the petition of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company, as to the percentage relationship between 
classes, they also adopt Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 of the peti- 
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tion of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company re- 
lating to Classification, Method of Publication, Less Car- 
load Commodity Bates, and Any Quantity Rates. 

Class Rates. Authority is requested to revise the intra- 
state class rates between points on any of the short or 
weak lines, also between points on the short or weak lines 
and points on the standard or Class A lines, rates on basis 
of class rates set forth in scale and shown as Appendix 
K-2 of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company's 
petition, plus maximum arbitrages determined by a dis- 
tance scale referred to below, this basis being in con- 
formity with Finding 13 of the Third Supplemental Re- 
port, I. C. C. Docket No. 13494. 

Below is a statement of the maximum first class arbi- 
trages desired to be added to the first class basic or K-2 
scale heretofore referred to, and concurred in by these 
carriers, for single line application on any one of the 
carriers parties hereto :

Petitioning short lines request that when rates are estab- 
lished from, to and between competitive points by their 
competitors, whose line or lines form the lowest rate 
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making route, such short lines be permitted to meet the 
rates at such competitive points, charging higher rates at 
intermediate points, provided that in no instance shall 
the rates at intermediate points exceed the basis herein 
proposed. 

These carriers desire to carry the same level of arbi- 
traries intrastate within the State of Florida as they will 
apply upon their interstate traffic, and ask for the same 
addition to the basic scale for that part of the haul over 
their lines as they will apply on interstate traffic, which, 
it is claimed, will remove any cause for complaint as to 
undue preference or prejudice as between interstate and 
intrastate rates. 

This Commission, under formal notice to the carriers 
and the shippers of this State, held formal hearings on 
the foregoing applications and the additional matters 
contained in the notices at Jacksonville, Fla., on Feb. 7, 
1928, at Tampa, Fla., on March 20, 1928, and at Tampa, 
Fla., on May 14, 1928. 

All parties who appeared and desired to be heard were 
fully heard. Briefs were filed, and the matter now comes 
on for formal consideration by the Commission. 

At the hearings there was no opposition on the part of 
shippers to the adoption of the proposed rates, in and of 
themselves, but there was opposition to the method of 
application. It appeared to be the position of shippers 
that if the interstate basis of class rates is to be adopted, 
it should be adopted and applied in the same way as the 
interstate rates under Docket No. 13494. There was par- 
ticular opposition to the proposal to apply the K-2 scale 
with the L-2 scale of arbitraries to all portions of Florida 
east of River Junction, Fla. 

There was also opposition to granting short and weak 
lines higher arbitraries than have been granted in ad- 
joining states. 

There was unanimous opposition to the cancellation of 
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present less-than-earload commodity rates and any quan- 
tity, rates and ratings on certain commodities. 

There was opposition to the cancellation of the present 
intrastate fractional classes until proper ratings have been 
provided in the Southern Classification. 

The RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OP THE STATE 
OF FLORIDA, being fully advised in the premises, and 
having carefully considered the evidence of the carriers 
and shippers in this proceeding, it is ORDERED, CON- 
SIDERED AND ADJUDGED as follows: 

Ordered: (1) That the scale of maximum class rates, 
classes 1 to 12 inclusive, as shown in Appendix A attached 
hereto and made a part of this Order shall be the maxi- 
mum class rates to be applied on intrastate traffic over 
the lines of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, and over 
the lines of the Muscle Shoals, Birmingham and Pensaeola 
Railroad, and on the lines of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road, the Seaboard Air Line Railway, and the Georgia, 
Southern & Florida Railway, as follows: 

LOUISVILLE.& NASHVILLE RAILROAD. All lines 
within the State of Florida. 

MUSCLE SHOALS, BIRMINGHAM & PENSACOLA 
RAILROAD. All lines within the State of Florida. 

ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD. Between River 
Junction, Fla., and the Georgia state line. Between Capi- 
tola, Fla., and the Georgia state line. Between Live Oak, 
Fla., and the Georgia state line. Between Jacksonville, 
Fla., and the Georgia state line, inclusive. 

GEORGIA, SOUTHERN & FLORIDA RAILWAY. Be- 
tween Lake City, Fla., and the Georgia state line. Be- 
tween Jacksonville, Fla., and that portion of the line 
lying within the State of Florida north of Jacksonville, 
Fla., including Jacksonville, Fla. 

SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY. On and north of 
the line of the Seaboard Air Line running from Jackson- 
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ville, Fla., to River Junction, Fla., including points on 
such line. 

APPLICATION FOR JOINT LINE MOVEMENT. The 
rates shown in Appendix A shall be applicable for joint 
line movement between any of the above named carriers 
where the haul is within the territory described, and 
where the movement is entirely intrastate. 

Ordered Further: (2) That the scale of maximum class 
rates, classes 1 to 12, inclusive, as shown in Appendix B, 
attached hereto and made a part of this Order, shall be 
the maximum class rates to be applied on intrastate 
traffic, over the lines of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway, the Florida East Coast 
Railway and the Georgia, Southern & Florida Railway, as 
follows :

SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY. 

FLORIDA EAST COAST RAILWAY. 

GEORGIA, SOUTHERN & FLORIDA RAILWAY. 

Between points in the State of Florida south of the line 
of the Seaboard Air Line Railway from Jacksonville, Fla., 
to River Junction, Fla. 

APPLICATION FOR JOINT LLNE MOVEMENT : The 
rates shown in Appendix B shall be applicable for joint 
line movement between the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway, the Florida East Coast 
Railway, and the Georgia, Southern & Florida Railway, 
where the haul is within the territory described and where 
the movement is entirely intrastate. 

Ordered Further: (3) That on traffic moving between 
territory covered by Appendix A rates and territory cov- 
ered by Appendix B rates, through rates shall be made 
by applying the Appendix A scale of rates to the entire 
distance, plus the arbitrages shown in Appendix D for 
the distance hauled in Appendix B territory. 

Appendix D is attached hereto and made a part if this 
Order.

SHORT OR WEAK LINES 

Ordered Further: (4) That the maximum scale of class 
rates, classes 1 to 12 inclusive, as shown in Appendix E, 
attached hereto and made a part of this Order, shall be 
the maximum class rates to be applied on interstate traffic 
for single and joint line movement over and between short 
and weak lines, designated as Freight Tariff Class B Rail- 
roads, both Group 1 and Group 2, as shown in Appendix 
C, attached hereto and made a part of this Order. 

Ordered Further: (5) To construct rates for joint line 
application between Freight Tariff Class A railroads (see 
Appendix C) and Freight Tariff Class B railroads (see 
Appendix C) the maximum differentials as set forth in 
Appendix F, attached hereto and made a part of this 
Order, may be added (for actual distance over Class B 
railroads} to the first class rates under scale of maximum 
class rates carried in Appendix A, and all other classes 
related to first class on the Class Rate Percentages shown 
in Appendix D. 

On traffic moving between Appendix A territory and 
short or weak lines in Group 2, Appendix C, where part 
of the movement is south of the line of the Seaboard Air 
Line from Jacksonville to River Junction, Fla., Appen- 
dix D arbitraries should first be added to Appendix A 
scale for that part of the haul south of the Jacksonville- 
River Junction line, and the short line arbitraries under 
Appendix F should be added for the distance handled 
over Group 2 carriers named in Appendix C. 

Ordered Further: (6) That on or before the effective 
date of this Order, all class and commodity rates between 
points within this State that are higher than the class 
rate schedules and classification ratings provided for in 
this Order, shall be cancelled, and the class rate schedules 
and classification ratings provided in this Order observed 
as maximum. 
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Ordered Further: (7) All carriers are authorized to 
cancel all class rates that are lower than the class rate 
schedules and classification ratings provided in this Order 
and observe as a maximum the class rate schedules and 
classification ratings authorized herein, except that in no 
instance shall the rates on the commodities covered by 
this Order be higher, between any points in Florida than 
the interstate rates contemporaneously in effect on the 
same commodities between points in Florida and points 
in other states, for the same or greater distance, over the 
same line or lines, the haul between the Florida points 
being included in the longer interstate haul. 

Ordered Further: (8) That this Commission's Freight 
Rule No. 19 be suspended as to joint line rates made under 
the tariff schedules authorized in this Order. 

Ordered Further: (9) Where arbitraries or differen- 
tials are provided in this Order for Short and Weak Lines, 
such arbitraries or differentials shall in all instances 
accrue to the short and weak line. 

Ordered Further: (10) That when, by the use of sched- 
ules of rates authorized in this Order, rates are established 
between competitive points by a carrier or carriers, whose 
lines form the lowest rate making route, the carrier or 
carriers forming the longer distance, or higher rate mak- 
ing route, are permitted to meet such competition, and 
to charge higher rates at intermediate points, but in no 
instance shall rates be eharged higher than for the single 
or joint line scale of rates authorized herein, for the 
actual distance, via the route making the lowest rate to, 
from, or between such intermediate points. In instances 
where the carriers establish between any points lower 
rates than authorized herein, no higher rates shall be 
charged at any intermediate point, without the approval 
of the Commission having first been obtained. 

Ordered Further: (11) That in applying the class rates 
authorized herein to commodities classified in the Classi- 
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fie at ion as taking classes A, B, C and D, the rates shown 
in this Order under Classes 8, 7, 9 and 10, respectively, 
shall apply. 

Ordered Further: (12) That all carriers be, and are 
hereby, required to publish rates covered by this Order 
in a special Florida Tariff, and to make reasonable groups 
of destinations where the distance is 151 miles or more 
from the point of origin, either single or joint line move- 
ment, and apply the rates authorized herein to a repre- 
sentative point in such groups, but iu no instance shall 
the rate to a point in any group exceed the mileage rates 
authorized herein by more than four cents on first class. 
Where the distances are 150 miles and less, both joint and 
single line, the mileage scales will be applied from and to 
each station. 

Ordered Further: (13) That the Class Rates authorized 
herein shall be subject to the Southern Classification Rat- 
ings, as in effect when this Order becomes effective, with 
such exceptions as are set forth in Appendix G, attached 
hereto and made a part of this Order, except that where 
any Rule of Southern Classification conflicts with any 
Rule of this Commission, the Rule of this Commission 
will govern. 

Ordered Further: (14) That no change in, amendment 
or addition to the ratings, descriptions and Rules in 
Southern Classification, as applicable to intrastate traffic 
in Florida shall be made after the effective date of this 
Order without the carriers first securing the authority of 
this Commission to make such change, amendment or 
addition. 

Ordered Further: (15) That the application of the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway for joint line differentials be 
denied. 

Ordered Further: (16) That the application for authori- 
ty to apply the K-2 scale, plus the L-2 arbitraries to all 
territory hi Florida east and north of River Junction, 
Florida, be and it is herebv denied. 

1 
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Ordered Further: (17) That classes K, L, M, N, 0, P, 

R, G and V now carried in Florida Classification No. 7, all 
fractional classes (other than "Dl," "3T1," and "4T1"), 
all "any quantity ratings, " all "less than carload com- 
modity rates" now carried in Florida Classification No. 7, 
and ratings on furniture, C. L. and L. C. L., carried under 
items 17 to 70, inclusive, page 42, and items 1 to 28, in- 
elusive, page 43 of Florida Classification No. 7, shall re- 
main in force, subject to the rates in effect the day prior 
to the effective date of this Order, until further Order 
of this Commission. 

This finding is to be construed only as a temporary de- 
nial of the applications of carriers. This Commission 
realizes that a readjustment of some of these rates may 
be necessary. However, many of these rates and ratings 
were made to fit peculiar conditions in Florida, and to 
switch them bodily to the Southern Classification, a classi- 
fication not made with reference to local conditions in 
Florida, would do violence to individuals and industries. 

The Commissioners feel that there has not been suffi- 
cient evidence presented by the carriers with reference 
to the cancellation of "any quantity" and L. C. L. com- 
modity rates to warrant granting the applications with 
respect to such rates. This is emphasized by the fact that 
although the class rate scales have been extended by the 
addition of Class 11 and 12, so far as we are now in- 
formed, the Southern Classification Committee has found 
no commodities that would properly fall under these new 
classes. 

The Commission stands ready at any time to go for- 
mally into the question of the ratings referred to in sec- 
tion (17), and the rates under which they should fall, 
but are of the opinion that it would be improper to make 
a finding on them under the present record in this case. 

Ordered Further: (18) That Florida Classification No. 7 
be cancelled, except as to the items specifically retained 
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therein by this Order, and except as to the Rules con- 
tained in said Classification. 

Ordered Further: (19) That the Louisville & Nashville- 
Railroad Company and the Apalaehicola Northern Rail- 
road are hereby authorized to apply between Pensacola, 
Fla., and Apalaehicola, Fla., the scale of maximum class 
rates as carried in Appendix A hereto, and the necessary 
relief from the long- and short-haul law is hereby ex- 
tended. 

Ordered Further: (20) That in computing distances for 
the application of the schedules of rates authorized in 
this Order, the shortest routes shall be used over which 
carload traffic can be moved without transfer of lading. 

Ordered Further: (21) That the applications of all 
carriers for the adoption of Note B of Exceptions No. 6 
to Southern Classification be denied until such time as 
further hearing can he had on that subject. 

Ordered Further: (22) That jurisdiction of this cause 
be and it is hereby retained for such further orders herein 
ns may be found necessary, just and reasonable. 

Ordered Further: (23) That this Order shall take effect 
mi iln- 1st day of January, 1J12S).

RATES ON FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 

On March 30, 1925, this Commission brought a formal 
complaint before the Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
which it was alleged "that Florida shippers of citrus 
fruits, vegetables, melons, pineapples and berries from 
points in Florida to interstate destinations were unjust, 
unreasonable and in violation of Section 1 of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act." 

This case was a hard fought one, both on the part of 
the carriers and the Florida shippers and this Commis- 
sion. A number of hearings were held. The exhibits and 
testimony introduced were extremely numerous. The 
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ease was heard under I. C. C. Docket No. 16939, which is 
commonly referred to as the Line Haul Case. 

On July 28th, 1928, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion made its decision as to rates on citrus only, the other 
commodities being held open for further investigation 
and evidence, particularly as to the average weights of 
the various shipping containers for vegetables. For the 
information of the public we quote from the Report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission ; 

It is further ordered, That said defendants, ac- 
cording as they participate in the transportation, be, 
and they are hereby notified and required to establish 
and put in force on or before October 10, 1928, upon 
notice to this Commission and to the general public 
by not less than 30 days' filing and posting in the 
manner prescribed in Section 6 of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, and thereafter to maintain and apply to 
the transportation of oranges and grapefruit, in car- 
loads, from points in Florida to destinations in cen- 
tral, Illinois and southern territories, rates which 
shall not exceed the corresponding sixth-class rates 
contemporaneously in effect. 

It is further ordered, That said defendants, ac- 
cording as they participate in the transportation, be, 
and they are hereby notified and required to establish 
and put in force, on or before October 10, 1928, upon 
notice to this Commission and to the general public, 
by not less than 30 days' filing and posting in the 
manner prescribed in Section 6 of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, and thereafter to maintain and apply to 
the transportation of oranges and grapefruit hi car- 
loads, from points in Florida to destinations in trunk- 
line territory (including the Buffalo-Pittsburgh zone) 
and in New England territory, rates which shall not 
exceed 40 per cent, resolving fractions to the nearest 
whole cent, of corresponding first class rates, eon- 
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structed in accordance with finding 17 (b), (d), and 
(f) in the third supplemental report in Southern 
Class Rate Investigation, 128, I. C. C. 567-599. 

It is further ordered, That said defendants, ac- 
cording as they participate in the transportation, be, 
and they are hereby notified and required to estab- 
lish and put in force, on or before October 10, 1928, 
and thereafter to maintain and apply to the trans- 
portation of oranges and grapefruit, in carloads, from 
points in Florida to destinations in Kansas-Missouri 
territory, in the Southwest, and in Texas and Okla- 
homa differential territories, as defined in Appendix 
D, rates which shall not exceed rates constructed by 
adding to 40 per cent of the contemporaneous first 
class rates from Jacksonville prescribed in Consoli- 
dated Southwestern Cases, the difference between the 
contemporaneous sixth elass rates to Vicksburg, 
Miss., from points of origin and from Jacksonville. 

It is further ordered that said defendants, ac- 
cording as they participate in the transportation, be, 
and they are hereby notified to establish and put in 
force, on or before October 10, 1928, and thereafter 
to maintain and apply to the transportation of 
oranges and grapefruit, in carloads from points in 
Florida to destinations in Western trunk-line terri- 
tory (points in Wisconsin north of Illinois terri- 
tory, in Minnesota on, east and south of the line of 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Rail- 
way, Minneapolis to Worthington and thence to the 
South Dakota state line immediately east of Sioux 
Falls, S. D., in Iowa, in Missouri on, north and east 
of the Missouri River, in Nebraska and Kansas on the 
Missouri River, also Sioux Falls, S. D.}, rates which 
shall not exceed 40 per cent, resolving fractions to the 
nearest whole cent, of the corresponding first class 
rates constructed in accordance with finding 17 (b), 
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(d) and (f) in the third supplemental report in 
Southern Class Rate Investigation. 

It is further ordered, That said defendants, ac- 
cording as they participate in the transportation, be, 
and they are hereby notified, and required to estab- 
lish and put in force, on or before October 10, 1928, 
and thereafter to maintain and apply to the trans- 
portation of oranges and grapefruit, in carloads, from 
points in Florida to destinations in trans-continental 
territory (as defined in Appendix D), rates which 
shall not exceed $1.80 per 100 pounds. 

It is further ordered that the rates prescribed in 
the foregoing paragraphs herein shall in each in- 
stance be subject to a minimum carload weight of 
32,400 pounds and an estimated weight of 90 pounds 
per package. 

The result of the foregoing findings is to establish an 
entirely new method of constructing rates on citrus fruits 
from Florida to interstate destinations. As to the actual 
result, in dollars and cents, it will be realized that, due 
to the great producing territory involved, and the fact 
that shipments are made to leading points in the United 
States and Canada, any statement of the amount saved 
to the growers would necessarily be in the nature of an 
estimate. 

The highest estimate that we have seen is three million 
dollars, made by a traffic organization in South Florida. 
The Grower's and Shipper's League places the amount 
at approximately one million dollars. In the opinion of 
the Commissioners, the saving to Florida growers will be 
somewhat under one million dollars. 

The new rates were published effective Nov. 9, 1928, 
and have been available to Florida shippers during the 
present season. 

The Western lines were not at all satisfied with the 
decision in this case, and they petitioned the Interstate 
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Commerce Commission to postpone the effective date of 
the order and to grant a re-opening or re-hearing or argu- 
ment or reconsideration therein. This was opposed by 
this Commission and by the Growers and Shippers 
League of Florida, The application was denied. 

The Railroad Commission of South Dakota called the 
attention of this Commission and that of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to the fact that in their opinion 
the western carriers, in publishing the new rates, did 
not do so in conformity with the formula laid down by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in its decision said : 

Rates to destinations located between western trunk 
line territory and transcontinental territory should 
be equitably graded as between the rates prescribed 
to the most westerly points in western trunk line 
territory and the rate of $1.80 prescribed to trans- 
continental territory. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has reopened this 
phase of the case, and when it comes to issue the Florida 
Railroad Commission will be represented to look after 

the interests of Florida shippers. 

That portion of the Line Haul Case dealing with the 
rates on vegetables and melons from Florida to interstate 
destinations has not yet been definitely settled. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission is now engaged, in co- 
operation with the carriers and a committee of repre- 
sentative shippers, in making test weights of the numer- 
ous kinds of vegetables, in the various styles of containers. 
This involves weighing at different points throughout the 
State during practically the entire season, so that no final 
decision is expected as to vegetables and melons during 
the present shipping season. 
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EXPRESS REFRIGERATOR CAR SERVICE FOR 
FLORIDA STRAWBERRIES 

Under Docket No. 18187 the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, on its own motion, has set down for hearing at 
Lakeland, Fla., on Feb. 17th, an investigation into and 
concerning the question of: 

1. The reasonableness, justness, and adequacy of 
the present freight service ou strawberries, in car- 
loads, from points in the States of Florida, Georgia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Virginia to 
points in Official Classification Territory. 

2. The necessity, if any, for the establishment of 
express carload service on strawberries from and to 
such points, all with a view to establishing such just, 
reasonable, and adequate service, either freight or ex- 
press, as may be warranted by the record, and 

3. Requiring the express companies or the rail- 
roads to provide themselves with and furnish re- 
frigerator cars properly equipped for use in express 
service, if that service is found to be necessary and 
warranted by the record. 

This case had its inception some years ago in a pro- 
ceeding brought by the Florida Railroad Commission be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission to compel 
Florida carriers to furnish to Florida shippers of straw- 
berries express refrigerator car service for the movement 
of strawberries to eastern destinations. 

For a number of years the strawberry shippers of 
Louisiana have had this express refrigerator car service, 
and the result has been the building up of an immense 
business from that section of Louisiana of which Ham- 
mond, La,, is about the center. 

Having this service has enabled the Louisiana shipper 
to crowd the Florida shipper out of the markets long be- - 
fore the Florida crop is anywhere near exhausted, result- 
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ing in a great many Florida berries having to be left to 
rot in the fields. 

The first case was lost because the Interstate Commerce 
Commission held that under the law they had no authority 
to require the use of speeial equipment, the theory at that 
time being that refrigerator ears were speeial equipment. 
Shortly thereafter the Interstate Commerce Act was 
amended, conferring upon the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission the necessary authority. 

Another case was brought. The Federal Commission 
held that the existing freight service out of Florida was 
inadequate, but instead of issuing an order, the Commis- 
sion gave the carriers time in which to improve their 
freight service. An improvement of several hours was 
made in the service, but there was not enough time saved 
to result in any benefit to the shippers. The berry mar- 
ket in New York and other large cities opens about two 
o'clock in the morning. Assuming that under the existing 
schedule the berries arrived in New York at 4 p. m. on 
Monday, they could not go on the market until 2 a. m. 
Tuesday. Therefore, a quickening up of the freight 
schedules of five or even six hours would not place the 
berries on an earlier market, and from four to five hours 
was about the best the carriers could do in quickening 
up the freight schedules. 

No results having been obtained, the matter was again 
taken up with the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
that body then set the matter down for formal hearing 
under Docket No. 18187, as referred to above, and in- 
cluded therein not only Florida, but Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Virginia. Alabama was later 
included within the scope of the investigation upon peti- 
tion of the berry growers of that State. 

The first hearing began in Lakeland, Fla., and lasted 
approximately a week. Hearings were then held at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., Wilmington, N. C, and New York City. 
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The latter hearing was held at the request of the Florida 
Commission for the purpose of taking the testimony of 
the receivers of berries in the eastern cities. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission handed down its 
decision on Feb. 4, 1929, from which we quote as follows: 

Upon consideration of all the facts of record, we 
find that the present freight service for the trans- 
portation of strawberries from Florida, North Caro- 
lina and Alabama, to points in Official Classification 
territory ... is inadequate. We further find that 
carriers should arrange for the establishment of ex- 
press refrigerator carload service for strawberries 
. . . from and to the points here under considera- 
tion. No order will be entered at this time, but the 
carriers will be expected to submit plans within 60 
days covering the establishment of such express re- 
frigerator carload service. 

The Florida Railroad Commission has requested the 
privilege of being represented at the conference in Wash- 
ington when the carriers submit their plans for the estab- 
lishment of this service. 

This brings to a successful conclusion a matter that has 
been under consideration for some time. We feel that the 
establishment of this express refrigerator carload service 
for the handling of strawberries from Florida will be of 
inestimable benefit to the berry growers of this State. 
There are thousands of acres of good berry land in Flor- 
ida. It was conclusively shown at the hearing in Lake- 
land that the Florida berry is superior to the Louisiana 
berry, and there is no reason why, with this expedited 
service, the strawberry business in Florida should not be 
materially expanded. 
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REFRIGERATION RATES ON FLORIDA 
PERISHABLES 

Historical 

The question of refrigeration rates on fmits and vege- 
tables from Florida shipping points to interstate destina- 
tions is of such importance that we think it might be 
helpful to review the history of these rates, for the in- 
formation of the public. We are, therefore, giving the 
history of these rates from as far back as 1919, bringing 
the story down to the current year, which includes the 
recent decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the result of which is material reductions in refrigeration 
rates from Florida. 

Iu our last Annual Report we outlined the history of 
Refrigeration Charges in this State, with particular refer- 
ence to the past several years. It was pointed out that 
on September 11, 1919, the Railroad Commissioners as- 
sailed the refrigeration charges on citrus fruits and vege- 
tables from producing points in Florida to various inter- 
state destinations. That on July 12, 1921, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission delivered its decision in this pro- 
ceeding, holding that the refrigeration charges were un- 
reasonable to the extent of 20 per cent of the cost of ice 
factor embraced therein. 

On August 24, 1921, the carriers filed their petition for 
a reconsideration or rehearing of said cause insofar as the 
same related to the cost of ice factor entering into the 
refrigeration charge. On September 6, 1921, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission reopened the case for further 
hearing, providing that pending such further hearing the 
last decision of the Commission should remain in full force 
and effect. On November 19, 1921, the Commissioners pe- 
titioned the Interstate Commerce Commission, to reopen 
all issues for a full and complete investigation, except as 
to the carload minimum on vegetables under refrigeration. 
This petition was favorably acted upon. On November 7, 
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1922, the Interstate Commerce Commission handed down 
its decision on rehearing, finding that the original decision 
should be modified so as to permit the carriers to in- 
crease their refrigeration charges to the extent that they 
shall not exceed charges based on 85 per cent of the cost 
of ice factor embraced in such charges in effect at the 
time of their original decision. 

We reported this decision in our 26th Annual Report 
with a considerable degree of satisfaction because of the 
benefit it would be to the perishable shippers of Florida. 
We were dumfounded when, on July 3, 1923, Supplement 
No. 9 to Perishable Protective Tariff No. 2 was issued, 
effective August 10, 1923, the effect of which was to in- 
crease refrigeration charges approximately 16 per cent. 
Immediately upon receipt of this supplement we peti- 
tioned the Interstate Commerce Commission to suspend 
same, and enter into formal hearing upon the merits of 
the increases sought. The attitude of this Commission is 
very succinctly stated in the application filed for suspen- 
sion by the then Counsel for the Commission, Senator 
Jas. E. Calkins, from which we quote : 

We submit that the carriers are in the twilight zone 
of contempt of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in thus filing a supplement to increase refrigeration 
charges scarcely before the ink is dry on the rehear- 
ing decision of that Commission reported only a few 
months ago establishing just and reasonable refrig- 
eration charges for such traffic. If this procedure 
can be followed by the carriers, then there could 
never be a final decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in any rate case before it. The carriers 
could apply for rehearing ; upon rehearing being de- 
cided against them, they could file a supplement (as 
was done in this case) stating the increases desired, 
and thus procure a second rehearing; and upon the 
suspension of such supplement they could proceed to 
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file another supplement carrying the increases, and so 
on without end. Sufficient time should at least elapse 
between a final hearing decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and an attempt to nullity such 
decision by filing tariff supplements, as to reasonably 
warrant the belief in changed conditions. 

Regardless of the foregoing the Interstate Commerce 
Commission allowed the case reopened, and all of the old 
ground was gone over again. The Interstate Commission 
handed down its decision in the rehearing case on Decem- 
ber 17, 1923, under Docket No. 1878. 

In this decision it was held that "the proposed increased 
refrigeration charges on citrus fruits and vegetables from 
Florida to destinations in other states throughout the 
country, and in Canada found not justified. Suspended 
schedules ordered canceled." Items of cost as dealt with 
by the Commission were as follows: 

Cost of ice in car bunkers. 

Cost of hauling ice in car bunkers. 

Cost of switching to and from icing stations. 

Cost of wear and tear on refrigerating devices. 

Cost of supervision. 

In this decision we get a very clear statement from the 
Commission with reference to these items, and it is hoped 
that there will be no further effort on the part of the 
carriers to increase refrigeration charges for some time 
to come. 

By order dated Jan. 29, 1926, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission upon its own motion, reopened the question 
of refrigeration rales under Docket 17936, extending the 
scope of the investigation to the entire southeast. Pursu- 
ant to a call by the President of the Association of South- 
eastern Railroad Commissioners, a conference was held 
in Atlanta, Ga., on March 5th, 1926, between members of 
said Association and interested shippers, the purpose of 
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which was to determine a line of action and testimony to 
be presented in this case. 

As a result of this conference a petition was forwarded 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, urging that the 
investigation be broadened to include the following : 

(a) Method of F. G. E. Co., as to ieing at Hold Point. 

(b) General method of F. G. E. Company as to icing 
enroute. 

(c) Tests as to whether F. G. E. cars are supplied with 
ice to the extent of their rated bunker capacity, 

(d) Efficiency of F. G. E. ears compared with P. F. 
E., S. F. R. D., and M. D. T. cars. 

(e) Efficiency of management and operation of the 
F. G. E. Company. 

(f } Wastage of ice in icing cars at icing station. 

(g) The extent and quantity old ice left in ears. 

(h) To what extent Fruit Growers Express Company 
and railroads in the territory over which they operate are 
cleaning refrigerator cars, making them suitable for 
loading. 

At the hearings the foregoing points were considered 
in detail. 

This was one of the hardest fought cases in which the 
Florida Railroad Commission was been engaged. It re- 
solved itself into quite a technical case, inasmuch as the 
various elements of cost going to make up a refrigeration 
charge were considered in detail. These elements of cost 
comprised, roughly, the following: cost of ice in car 
bunkers, cost of hauling ice in car bunkers, cost of switch- 
ing to and from icing stations, cost of wear and tear on 
refrigerating devices and cost of supervision. 

For the first time in the history of refrigeration investi- 
gations, the Interstate Commerce Commission had access 
to the books and records of the Fruit Growers Express 
Company. The Commission detailed a force of account- 
ants to the work under the direction of accountant Price, 
and the exhibits introduced by Mr. Price were voluminous 
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and illuminating. Hearings were held at various points 

in the southeast and at Washington, at which the Florida 
Railroad Commission was represented by its counsel, Hon. 
T. T. Turnbull, and its accountant, Mr. Fred Pettijohn. 

Under date of Feb. 12, 1929, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission handed down its decision in Docket No. 
17396, the general finding reading as follows: 

Present refrigeration charges on fruits, vegetables, 
berries and melons from points in Florida, Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia to desti- 
nations in trunk-line and New England territories 
found unreasonable after detailed investigation of 
the cost of the service to which they apply. Maxi- 
mum reasonable charges prescribed for the future. 

As an illustration of the per car saving that will inure 
to the shippers and growers of Florida, the reductions on 
shipments moving via Potomac Yard (Washington, D. C.) 
are as follows: 

Citrus and vegetables $10.62 

Berries 18.33 

Melons and other fruit than citrus 6.95 

Based upon the average perishable shipments under re- 
frigeration, it is estimated that the shippers and growers 
will benefit in an amount of from $400,000.00 to $500, 
000,00 annually. 

Taking into account the savings in previous cases, it is 
estimated that Florida shippers will be benefited in the 
neighborhood of eight or nine hundred thousand dollars 
annually. 

Florida growers and shippers gave fine co-operation to 
the Commission in the prosecution of the case under 
Docket 17936, particularly the Growers and Shippers 
League of Florida, through its manager, Mr. J. Curtis 
Robinson, and counsel, Mr. C. R. Marshall, of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 
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RATES ON FERTILIZER MATERIALS 

When the Interstate Commerce Commission revised inter- 
state rates on fertilizer and fertilizer materials between 
points in the Southeast, they made the same rates on com- 
plete fertilizers as on fertilizer materials. 

As a result of the Blackshear case, the Florida Railroad 
Commission prescribed, for intrastate application the same 
scale of rates on Fertilizer as had been made effective on 
interstate traffic, but retained in effect the existing rates 
on Fertilizer Materials, carload, which rates were made 
75% of the Class M rate. This action was thought neces- 
sary in order to protect the manufacturer of fertilizers at 
interior points, because the shape of the state and the nu- 
merous ports in all directions made some concession to the 
interior manufacturer imperative if he was to stay in busi- 
ness. 

The carriers, on October 29, 1927, brought a formal com- 
plaint before the Interstate Commerce Commission against 
our fertilizer material rates, alleging, among other things, 
that said rates will result in undue and unreasonable ad- 
vantage, preference and prejudice between persons and 
localities in intrastate commerce, on the one hand, and inter- 
state and foreign commerce, on the other hand, and a con- 
tinuing undue, unreasonable and unjust discrimination 
against interstate and foreign commerce. 

The complaint was given Docket No. 2035ft and was 
assigned for hearing at Orlando, Fla., March 12, 1928, be- 
fore Examiner Archer. This Commission was present at 
the hearing in defense of our rates and we made the strong- 
est case possible. 

In due time Examiner issued his report to the Commis- 
sion, in which he recommended that that body should find : 

"That it has not been shown that the present intra- 
state rates on fertilizer materials in the state of Flor- 
ida unduly prefer manufacturers in that state and un- 
duly prejudice interstate shippers or localities, or cause

unjust discrimination against interstate commerce, 
and that the proceedings should be dismissed." 

The report of an Examiner is simply a recommendation 
to the Commission as to what, in his opinion, it should find. 
The Commission may, and someties does, reverse the find- 
ings of an Examiner. No formal decision has been handed 
down yet in this case. If the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission finally decides against us, very probably the inte- 
rior manufacturers of fertilizer will have to go out of 
business. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS

It has been the practice heretofore for the Commission- 
ers to publish Rules and Regulations for the Government of 
the Transportation of Persons and Property by Common 
Carriers in the Annual Report. This practice will be dis- 
continued. It will be the purpose of the Commissioners to 
publish a separate pamphlet carrying not only the Rules 
and Regulations, but also the laws governing Transporta- 
tion, with references to the decisions of the Courts in cases 
where any of the Rules or Laws have come up for judicial 
review.

ending February 28, 1929. 

CASES BEFORE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 

1. Southern Class Rate Investigation; I. C. C. Docket 
No. 13494. 

This was a proceeding instituted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission covering all class rates to, from and 
within the southern territory, including the State of Flor- 
ida ; the Florida Railroad Commission intervened in this 
proceeding to protect the interests of Florida shippers ; the 
ease was orally argued by Mr. Calkins and the decision ren- 
dered by the Commissioners on April 13th, 1926, which had 
particular reference to the Florida rates. See 109th I. C. C. 
p. 300; also 100 I. C. C. p. 513. Recently Seaboard Air Line 
Railway, A. C. L. Railroad and the Florida East Coast 
Railway have filed petitions before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission asking for greatly increased arbitraries 
on Florida traffic, and also that the ease be reopened for 
the purpose of obtaining such increase ; a vigorous protest 
accompanied by a brief in support thereof has been filed by 
the Florida Commission with the Interstate" Commerce Com- 
mission and the matter is now awaiting further decision ; 
the main purpose of the Carriers in seeking to reopen this 
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ease seems to be an effort to maintain their existing obso- 
lete and unreasonable method of figuring rates on which is 
known as the Jacksonville Combination, which the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission characterized in its former 
opinion as being merely an arbitrary device for raising rev- 
enue without any justification for its longer continuance 
in Florida. 

Decision in this case was handed down the latter part of 
1927 and the rates fixed went into effect on January loth, 
1928. 

2. Elberta Orate Company vs. A. C. L. Railroad Co., 
et al., and Georgia Veneer & Packets Co. vs. A. B. & A. 
Railroad Company, I. C. C. Dockets No. 15614 and sub. 
Ho. 1. 

On February 10th, 1926, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission rendered a decision holding the Florida rates under 
attack to be unjustly discriminatory against the Interstate 
rates and ordered the Florida Interstate rates increased. 
The Florida Commission refused to make an increase; 
whereupon it was required to be made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in an order to the carriers. This 
case is still pending on proceedings to fix the scale of rates 
to be put into effect. 

3. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. Aberdeen & 
Rockfish Railroad Company, et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 
16939. 

This was a proceeding brought by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of Florida against all of the railroads in the United 
States and Canada attacking the rates on citrus fruits, 
vegetables, melons, pineapples and strawberries from Flor- 
ida to all destinations in the United States and Canada, as 
well as the minima on citrus fruits and vegetables ; this 
case is doubtless the largest rate case ever launched in 
behalf of the Florida shippers and it required a year and a 
half of painstaking study and work by Senator Calkins, 
former cousel for the Commission, to prepare the evidence 
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for this proceeding ; the formal complaint was filed by Mr. 
Calkins on March 30, 1925, and the case was heard before 
former Interstate Commerce Commission Examiner Hill- 
yer; practically six entire weeks were consumed in taking 
the testimony; the hearing having been held at Orlando, 
Jacksonville, and Virginia Beach, Va. Over 2,500 pages of 
verbal testimony was taken and over 500 exhibits filed in 
evidence by the parties. The Growers & Shippers League 
of Florida, through their counsel, C. R, Marshall, of Wash- 
ington, D. C, intervened in the proceedings, and inasmuch 
as the Florida Railroad Commissioners and the Growers & 
Shippers League had identical interests in the outcome of 
the rate adjustments sought, the case has thus far been pre- 
sented as if it were a joint complaint filed by the Florida 
Railroad Commissioners and the Growers & Shippers 
League. A tentative report by Examiner Hillyer has an- 
nounced a proposal finding to the effect that the rates 
attacked are not unreasonable per se and proposing a com- 
plete readjustment of all rates on perishables from Florida 
shipping points to all destinations; together with an in- 
crease in the minimum loading of such perishables in con- 
sideration of which it is proposed that the Florida shippers 
shall have the benefit of a reduction in their rates in pro- 
portion to the increased minimum load ; the time for filing 
exceptions to this report has been extended to April 4th, 
1927, and it is likely that both the Florida Shippers and the 
Railroad who were parties to the proceedings will file excep- 
tions which will not likely be disposed of until some time 
the latter part of the year 1927. 

This case was finally submitted to the Commission on 
oral argument on June 21, 1927, and the decision was 
handed down by the Commission on June 10, 1928. 

The Commission found that the rates on citrus fruits in 
carloads from producing points in Florida to destinations 
throughout the United States were unreasonable. Reason - 
ables bases of rates and increased carload minima were pre- 
scribed. 
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The result of this decision has been to materially reduce 
the rates on citrus fruits in carloads and has meant a saving 
to the growers and shippers of citrus fruits of many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Rates on commodities other than citrus are to be dealt 
with by the Commission in a later report. 

4. Gadsden County Truck Growers' Assc. vs. S. A. L. 
Railway Company, et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 18757. 

This is a subsidiary proceeding to that of Docket No. 
16939 and involves rates on perishables from the territory 
in and about Gadsden County; a tentative report by Ex- 
aminer Mackley has been made in part sustaining the con- 
tentions of the complainant, who was represented by P. E. 
Harrison, Jr., Rate Expert of Tallahassee ; counsel for tbe 
Florida Railroad Commission appeared at the hearings of 
the complaint which were held at Tallahassee and Jackson- 
ville and rendered what assistance he could toward the 
relief sought. 

5. Georgia Public Service Commission vs. A. C. L. 
Railroad, et al., L. C. C. Docket No. 18364. 

This was a proceeding filed by the Georgia Public Serv- 
ice Commission attacking the Florida log rates as being 
unjustly discriminatory against Interstate Commerce in 
logs between Georgia and Florida. The Florida Railroad 
Commission took the position that owing to the conditions 
under which this log rate operated in Florida that there 
was no discrimination or undue prejudice created against 
Interstate Log Traffic between Georgia and Florida and 
resisted the prayer of the petition filed by the Georgia 
Public Service Commission. Counsel for the Commission 
appeared at the hearings held before Examiners Hillyer 
and Brown at Valdosta, Ga., and before Examiner Brown 
at Jacksonville, Fla. The taking of testimony has been 
completed and the time for filing briefs in the matter 
expires April 1st, 1927. 
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A most comprehensive brief was filed in this case by Mr. 
Davis on April 2, 1927. The tentative report proposed by 
Hon. R. M. Brown, Examiner, was favorable to the con- 
tention of the Florida Railroad Commission, which had ap- 
peared in defense of the Florida rates attacked in this case. 

Exceptions were filed to this report of the Examiner by 
the Georgia Public Service Commission and by the inter- 
vening carriers in behalf of the defendant. The Florida 
Railroad Commission filed a reply brief to exceptions on 
September 26, 1927. 

This case was submitted on oral argument on December 
16, 1927, and was decided on August 2, 1928. 

The decision was written by Division 4 of the Commis- 
sion and found that the interstate rates on logs, except 
walnut, cherry and cedar in carloads from Florida points 
north of and including Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett 's 
Lake and High Springs, Florida, to destinations in Georgia 
were unreasonable, and reasonable rates were prescribed. 

The Commission also found that the Florida intrastate 
rates on these logs were unduly preferential of shippers in 
intrastate commerce, unduly prejudicial to shippers in 
interstate commerce, and unjustly discriminatory against 
interstate commerce. Rates were prescribed which would 
remove such preference, prejudice and discrimination. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon on August 
21, 1928, filed a petition with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a postponement of the effective' date of 
such order. And such proceedings were had before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as to cause a postpone- 
ment of the effective date of such order to February 8, 1929. 

The Florida Railroad Commission and certain of the 
lumber interests of the State feeling themselves grieved at 
the report of the Commission filed their bill of complaint 
in the District Court of the United States in and for the 
Northern District of Georgia in November, 1928, asking 
that the order of the Interstate Commerce Commission be 
set aside and the enforcement thereof enjoined. 
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But on January 17, 1929, the said District Court of the 
United States rendered its opinion in which the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in said Docket No. 
18364 was construed and defined as limited in its territo- 
rial scope in so far as it prescribed intrastate rates on logs 
to these rates which applied on logs from points on the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad's lines in Florida north of 
and including Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake 
and High Springs in one direction north-bound for dis- 
tances in excess of 170 miles. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon issued its 
order changing the intrastate rates on logs from and to 
certain points in the northern part of Florida pursuant to 
the decision of the Federal Court. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company refused to 
put these rates into effect and the State of Florida, acting 
by and through the Railroad Commissioners of the State 
of Florida by their Special Counsel joined by Fred H. 
Davis, Attorney General of the State of Florida, brought 
its bill of complaint against the defendant the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company in the Circuit Court in and 
for Duval County, Florida, and obtained an injunction and 
restraining order restraining the said Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad from charging higher rates on logs than those pre- 
scribed by the Railroad Commission of the State of Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company thereupon 
filed a petition before the Judge of the Circuit Court in and 
for Duval County asking that said cause be removed to the 
Federal Court. This petition was denied by the Judge of 
the Circuit Court in and for Duval County. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then filed 
its bill of complaint in the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of Florida against the 
members of the Railroad Commission of Florida asking for 
an injunction and restraining order to restrain the Rail- 
road Commission from further proceedings in the Duval 
County Circuit Court. Answer was filed by the Railroad 
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Commission and the matter was argued before Judge Wni. 
B. Sheppard at Miami, and on the 7th day of February 
said Judge entered an order denying this injunction and 
dismissing the bill of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. 

The Court also at the same time denied a petition of the 
railroad to remove the proceedings from the said Court in 
Duval County to the Federal Court. 

While this matter was being argued in Miami before the 
Federal Judge the Interstate Commerce Commission of its 
own motion and without further hearing on the 7th day of 
February, A. D. 1929, amended its original order to read: 
"Within and throughout the entire State of Florida with- 
out exception." This was an attempt to make the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission state- wide, although 
the Three-Judge Statutory Federal Court had already con- 
strued said order to mean from certain points in north 
Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then entered 
an appeal from the order of the Judge in 1 li its proceeding 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans where, on 
the 21st day of February, the matter was argued by coun- 
sel. No decision has been rendered by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

In the mentime the Florida Railroad Commission, on 
the 21st day of February, 1929, filed its petition for leave 
to file a supplemental bill in the District Court of the 
United States in and for the Northern District of Georgia, 
Atlanta Division, for the purpose of asking that this 
amended order of the Interstate Commerce Commission be 
set aside as invalid. 

An order was entered by the Judge of the District Court 
for the Northern District of Georgia permitting said sup- 
plemental bill to be filed. This matter will be heard before 
a Three-Judge Court in New Orleans on March 7, 1929. 

Hon. Fred H. Davis, Attorney General of the State of 
Florida; Mr. H. P. Adair, Attorney for Putnam Lumber 
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Company; Mr. Geo. L. Rutherford, Attorney for Brooks- 
Scanlon Corporation; Mr. F. C. Hillyer, Attorney repre- 
senting the Jacksonville Traffic Bureau, and Mr. H. P. 
Osborne, Attorney for Wilson Cypress Company, have been 
very active in the preparation and conduct of the many 
and varied phases of this ease and much credit is due them 
for the successful presentation of the issues involved in 
the many forums which the complainants in their extrem- 
ity have sought. It has been through their co-operation 
and assistance that the sovereign dignity of the State of 
Florida has been upheld and the rates and orders of the 
Florida Railroad Commission projected. 

6. I. C. C. Docket 15100. Depreciation Charges of 
Steam Railroad Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of provisions 
of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, amended February 28, 1920, reading as follows: 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, prescribe, 
for carriers subject to this Act, the classes of property for 
which depreciation charges may be properly included under 
operating expenses, and the percentages of depreciation 
which shall be charged with respect to each class of such 
classes of property, classifying the carriers as it may deem 
proper for this purpose." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission organized a de- 
preciation section which secured information from the 
carriers and as a result of such information issued a ten- 
tative report as of March 10, 1923. These tentative reports 
were distributed and used as a basis for public hearings, 
the evidence of which was submitted April 19, 1924, and a 
decision was rendered on November 2, 1926. 

The effective date of the order in Docket 15100 was post- 
poned in order to afford time for the consideration of a 
petition for re hearing and reconsideration of certain 
aspects of said order and hearings were resumed on Novem-

ber 9, 1927, at which rehearing the Commission was repre- 
sented by its accountant, Mr. Fred Pettijohn. 

The purposes underlying the above proceedings are to 
account for the consumption of fixed property currently 
rather than to account for it when matured and by so doing 
to standardize and stabilize maintenance expenses to the 
end that rates may be prescribed with equity both to the 
carrier and to the public and also to protect both the car- 
rier and the government under the recapture clause of the 
Transportation Act 1920. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted to the 
Commission and a tentative report is being awaited ; briefs 
are then to be filed by all of the parties supporting or 
attacking this tentative report. After which a decision 
may be expected by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

This case is considered one of the most important inves- 
tigations undertaken by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in late years. 

7. I. C. C. Docket 14700. Depreciation Charges of 
Telephone Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of provisions 
of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, as amended February 28, 1920, reading as follows: 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, prescribe 
for carriers subject to this Act, the classes of property for 
which depreciation charges may be properly included under 
operating expenses, and the percentages of depreciation 
which shall be charged with respect to each class of such 
classes of property, classifying the carriers as it may deem 
proper for this purpose." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission organized a depre- 
ciation section which secured information from the tel- 
ephone companies and as a result of such information issued 
a tentative report as of March 10, 1923. These tentative 
reports were distributed and used as a basis for public 
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hearings, the evidenee of which was submitted April 19, 
1924, and a decision was rendered on November 2, 1926. 

The effective date of the order in Docket 14700 was post- 
poned in order to afford time for the consideration of a 
petition for rehearing and reconsideration of certain aspects 
of said order and hearings were resumed on November 9, 
1927, at which rehearing the Commission was represented 
by its Telephone Engineer, Mr. A. B. Greene. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted to the 
Commission and a tentative report is being awaited ; briefs 
are then to be filed by all of the parties supporting or 
attacking this report. After which a decision may be ex- 
pected by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

8. Ex Parte No. 91. General Revision of Accounting 
Rules for Steam Carriers. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is required under 
the Acts to regulate Steam Carriers, to prescribe the ac- 
counting rules and regulations governing the accounting of 
such carriers. 

Prior to the present general hearing in connection with 
this subject, the Bureau of Accounts, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, had established the practice of preparing ten- 
tative accounting rides and submitting same to a Committee 
of the Railway Accounting Officers' Association for its 
criticism, suggestion or approval, and after conference with 
such committee to prescribe accounting rules governing 
carriers' accounts, the several States and general public 
not being parties to such accounting rules and regulations, 
although the carriers were prohibited from observing any 
accounts not prescribed by the Commission, unless first hav- 
ing received permission from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to keep such additional accounts. 

In pursuance to its established practice, the Interstate 
Commission issued, under date of October, 1926, a draft of 
the Tentative Accounting Rules for Steam Railroads. The 
Committee of Statistics and Accounts of the National Asso- 
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elation of Railroad and Public Utility Commissioners, of 
which the Florida Commission's Accountant is a member, 
requested to be made parties to a general investigation and 
have advocated a system of accounts that will permit of 
service cost finding. Our accountant was actively engaged 
in the preparation of the fundamental principles upon 
which the classification to be submitted and advocated by 
the States are predicated, in fact, he and the statistician of 
the Minnesota Commission prepared the classification to 
be introduced. • 

The importance of having an adequate classification of 
accounts for steam carriers has heretofore been ignored or 
overlooked. But without an adequate classification of ac- 
counts, regulatory bodies cannot discharge their responsi- 
bilities, since they will be without reliable information upon 
which to predicate their findings. 

Service costs cannot be established, except at unreason- 
able expense, and only then by special studies, unless a 
classification of accounts is prescribed that will permit of 
the determination of costs by classes of service. The pur- 
poses to be served must determine the classification of 
accounts and, in our opinion, the above investigation will 
have more beneficial and far-reaching effect than any inves- 
tigation previously undertaken by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

9. Refrigeration Charges on Fruits, Vegetables, Ber- 
ries and Melons from the South. I, C. C. Docket No. 
17936. 

This is an investigation instituted by the Cc mmission on 
its own motion into and concerning the justness, reasonable- 
ness and lawfulness of the charges of all common carriers 
by railroad subject to the Interstate Commerce Act and 
operating in Southern Classification and Official Classifica- 
tion territories, applicable to the protection against heat of 
perishable freight such as fruits, vegetables, berries and 
melons, from points in Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, 

3— R. R. 
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North Carolina and Virginia to destinations in the United 
States in Official Classification territory ; and into and con- 
cerning the character, extent and cost of such protective 
service, with a view to prescribing such just and reasonable 
charges therefor as may appear to be warranted. 

Hearings were begun in this ease at Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, on April 26, 1927. Subsequent hearings were held at 
Washington, D. C, in September, 1927, and in January, 
1928. The final hearing is to he held on April 17, 1928, at 
Washington, D. C. 

Examiner Price, Bureau of Accounts, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, made a very exhaustive investigation of 
■•*** the cost of rendering refrigeration service both as to the 

specific services and costs pertaining to carrier and to Fruit 
Growers' Express operations and ably supported his find- 
ings under cross-examination. 

Examiner Smith, Bureau of Service, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, made a very able and extensive investi- 
gation as to the respective services performed by the car- 
riers and the Fruit Growers' Express Company. 

This examination has been the most thorough and com- 
plete investigation undertaken with respect to refrigeration 
service up to the present time. 

This case is recognized as one of great importance to the 
users of refrigeration service to and from Florida, and the 
Florida Railroad Commission has taken an active interest 
in it and through its counsel and accountant has made every 
effort to protect the interests of the Florida shippers and 
growers of perishable products. 

The magnitude of this investigation is readily seen when 
it is found that at the end of the last hearing 4,363 pages 
of testimony had been taken and about 225 exhibits had 
been filed and analyzed. 

The taking of testimony in this case closed on April 23, 
1928, and briefs were filed by the parties on the 15th day 
of July, 1928. The Florida Railroad Commission in con- 
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nection with the Growers & Shippers League of Florida 
filed a most comprehensive brief in the ease. 

Special commendation is due Mr. Fred Petti John, Ac- 
countant for the Railroad Commission, for his work in this 
case. The cost studies made by him were very thorough 
and exhaustive and we believe were of much help to the 
Examiner and to the Commission in arriving at a proper 
disposition of the matters involved in this investigation. 

Director Bartel and Special Examiner Rogers, who had 
charge of this case, issued their proposed report on October 
17, 1928, proposing material reductions in the refrigeration 
rates. 

Exceptions to this report were filed by the respondents 
and the matter was submitted to the whole Commission in 
oral argument on December 7, 1928. 

On February 12, 1929, by unanimous decision the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission issued its final report in this 
case and prescribed, effective April 15, 1929, rates and 
refrigeration charges from Florida to trunk line and New 
England territories amounting to a reduction of the stand- 
ard refrigeration charges of 14.5% on citrus fruits and 
vegetables, 23% on berries and 8% on melons and fruits 
other than citrus. As an illustration of the great saving 
that will inure to the growers and shippers of citrus fruits 
and other perishables from Florida, the reductions per car 
on shipments moving via Potomac Yard are as follows: 

Citrns and Vegetables $10.62 

Berries 18.33 

Melons and Fruit other than Citrus 6.95 

Based upon the average perishable shipments under re- 
frigeration it is estimated that the shippers and growers 
will benefit in an amount of from $400,000.00 to $500,000.00 
annually. 

The Florida Railroad Commission recognized this case as 
one of great importance to the shippers and growers and 
all users of refrigeration service to and from Florida, and 
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took an active interest in it, and through its Counsel, Rate 
Expert and Accountant, made every effort to protect the 
interest of the Florida growers and shippers of perishable 
products, and to secure an equitable refrigeration rate on 
such products. 

10. Cancellation Transcontinental Class and Commodi- 
ty Bates to and from Florida. I. & S. Docket 2983. 

By supplements duly filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, to the various tariffs involved in tills proceed- 
ing, the Respondent Carriers, either individually or through 
their authorized Publishing Agents, sought the cancellation 
of all class and commodity rates between Transcontinental 
Territory on the one hand and all points within the Penin- 
sula of Florida on the other, designed to become effective 
on or about September 25, 1927, and proposing in lieu 
thereof, combination of rates based upon class or comniodity 
rates published within these same tariffs to or from Jack- 
sonville, Florida, and points in the Transcontinental Terri- 
tory, plus the proportional rates published in Agent J. H. 
Glenn's "Florida Transcontinental Basing Tariff," Freight 
Tariff No. 96, I. C. C. A-628, between Jacksonville, Florida, 
and local and junction points in the Florida Peninsula 
enumerated therein. 

The result of the proposed cancellation of these through 
published class and commodity rates, to and from the Flor- 
ida Peninsula, and the application of the combination of 
rates to and from Jacksonville, Florida, would have the 
effect of increasing the rates involved to an unreasonably 
high level, both as to classes or commodities. This is epe- 
cially true as to the rates to and from Miami, Florida, West 
Palm Beach, Florida, and the other points which we repre- 
sent as pro testa nts here. 

The only reason advanced by the carriers at the time 
these proposed increases were submitted by them to the 
shippers' representatives in support of their proposals mak- 
ing the advances now under suspension, was "to provide 
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for uniformity in constructing rates to and from that terri- 
tory. ' ' 

The Florida Railroad Commission on September 1, 1927, 
filed petition with the Commission protesting the advances 
proposed by the cancellation of the through published rates 
in the various tariffs involved, making a prayer that the 
Commission exercise its authority under Section 15 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act, and order the suspension of the 
operation of the tariffs pending and investigation of the 
lawfulness of these publications. 

Such an order was promulgated by the Commission on 
September 21, 1927, and pursuant to this order, the pro- 
ceeding was assigned for hearing at Washington, D. C, on 
November 10, 1927, at which time testimony was offered by 
J. H. Tench, Rate Expert of Florida Railroad Commission, 
for protestant shippers and receivers. 

This matter was submitted on brief to the Commission on 
January 24, 1928, and a favorable decision has been handed 
down by the Commission. 

11. Atlantic Terra Cotta Company et al. vs. Atlanta & 
West Point Railroad Company et al. I. C, C. Docket 
19859. 

It is alleged that the rates charged for the transportation 
of Terra Cotta, in carloads, from Rocky Hill and Perth 
Amboy. N. J., Tottenville, N. Y., and East Point, Ga., to 
Florida points were and are unreasonable, unduly preferen- 
tial of shippers of similar commodities, more particularly 
natural and artificial stone, and of Florida Intrastate traf- 
fic, in violation of Sections 1, 3 and 13 of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. 

Lawful rates for the future and reparation is sought. 

The Florida Railroad Commission intervened, as did also 
the Arnold Stone, Brick & Tile Company, the Jacksonville 
Concrete Products Company, the Jacksonville Traffic Bu- 
reau, Inc., and others. 
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This cause was submitted to the Commission on brief on 
January 24th, 1928. 

Oral argument before Division 4 of the Commission was 
had on October 22, 1928, and a final decision was entered 
by Division 4 on January 14, 1929. This decision was favor- 
able to the contention of the Florida Railroad Commission 
in that the through rates on building terra eotta in carloads 
from Rocky Hill and Perth Amboy, N. J., Tottenville, N. Y,, 
and East Point, Ga., to points in Florida were found to 
have been unreasonable prior to October 11, 1926, and rep- 
arations were awarded. 

12. Transportation of Strawberries in Carload Lots 
from Florida, Georgia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Virginia and Alabama to Points in Official Classification 
Territory. I. C. C. Docket No. 18187. 

By order dated the 12th day of April, A. D. 1926, the 
Commission having under consideration the matter of the 
Transportation of Strawberries in carload lots from points 
in Florida, Georgia, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Virginia to points in Official Classification Territory, di- 
rected an investigation "Into and concerning the ques- 
tion of 

(1) The reasonableness, justness, and adequacy 
of the present freight service on strawberries, in ear- 
loads, from points in the State of Florida, Georgia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Virginia to points 
in Official Classification Territory, 

(2) The necessity, if any, for the establishment of 
express carload service on strawberries from and to 
such points, all with a view to establishing such just, 
reasonable, and adequate service, either freight or 
express, as may be warranted by the record, and 

(3) Requiring the express companies or the rail- 
roads to provide themselves with and furnish refrigera- 
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tor cars properly equipped for use in express service, 
if that service is found to be necessary and warranted 
by the record." 

The carriers participating in the transportation of straw- 
berries to points in Official Classification Territory, together 
with the American Railway Express Company and the 
Southeastern Express Company, were made parties re- 
spondent to this proceeding. By later order the scope of 
this investigation was broadened to include also the move- 
ment of strawberries from producing sections of Alabama. 

Subsequently hearings in this proceeding were held in 
Lakeland, Florida ; Montgomery, Alabama ; Wilmington, 
N. C, and New York City. 

By agreement of the parties at the Lakeland hearing the 
record that was made in considering Docket No. 12893 was 
by reference made a part of the record in this present case. 

The final hearing was held in New York City on Febru- 
ary 27, 1928. A voluminous record was made in this case. 
The growers and shippers in both the producing centers of 
the State deserve great credit for their whole-hearted co- 
operation in this matter. Commissioner Matthews was of 
great assistance in the preparation and presentation of the 
evidence, and in the conduct of the case. 

Briefs were filed on May 1, 1928. A favorable report 
was proposed by Director Bartel and Examiner Brennan 
on September 15, 1928, and exceptions were ordered filed 
to the report by the 1st day of October. Exceptions to 
this report were filed by the respondent railroad carriers 
and a reply to these exceptions was filed by the Florida 
Railroad Commission on November 10, 1928, 

This ease was submitted to the full Commission in oral 
argument on December 18, 1928, and the Commission on 
February 4, 1929 issued its final report holding that the 
present freight service for the transportation of straw- 
berries from Florida, North Carolina and Alabama to 
points in Official Classification Territory and Dewberries 
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from North Carolina and South Carolina to the same 
destinations is inadequate and directed the carriers to 
arrange for the establishment of express refrigerator ear- 
load service. 

13. Finance Docket No. 6569. In the matter of the 
Application of the Alabama & Western Florida Railroad 
Company under paragraphs 18-21 inclusive, Section 1 of 
the Interstate Commerce Act for Certificate of Public Con- 
venience and Necessity. 

The Florida Railroad Commission intervened in this 
case and at the hearing held in Chipley, Florida, on Febru- 
ary 6, 1928, appeared through its Counsel and Accountant 
for the purpose of rendering such assistance as it could to 
the examiner conducting the bearing. 

The Commission denied the application of the above 
railroad company for permission to extend its line of rail- 
road as proposed in its application. 

14. In the Matter of Bates on Fertilizer Materials and 
Articles Taking" the same Rates within the State of Flor- 
ida, I. C. C. Docket No. 20358. 

On October 29, 1927, a petition was filed -with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on behalf of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company, the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company, Florida East Coast Railway Compar- 
and other carriers by railroad operating in Florida, com- 
plaining of the refusal of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion to put into effect the interstate rates on fertilizer mate- 
rials as prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Docket No. 16295. Fertilizers between Southern 
Points, 113 I. C. C. 389. Petitioners claim this failure and 
refusal on the part of the Florida Railroad Commission 
resulted in an undue, unreasonable and unjust discrimina- 
tion against interstate and foreign commerce, in violation 
of Section 3, and subdivisions 3 and 4 of Section 13 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act as amended. 
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A hearing was had in this matter on March 12, 1928, at 
Orlando, Florida, before H. W. Archer, Senior Examiner, 
and testimony was offered by the interior fertilizer manu- 
facturing companies and by Mr. J. H. Teneh, Rate Expert 
for the Florida Railroad Commission. 

Briefs were filed on behalf of the Railroad Commission 
on June 13, 1928, and in July Examiner Archer made 
his proposed report finding that the maintenance of inter- 
state rates on fertilizer materials in the State of Florida 
lower than the interstate basis are not unduly prejudicial 
to interstate shippers or localities or unjustly discrimina- 
tory against interstate commerce. 

Exceptions were taken to this report by the carriers and 
the Florida Railroad Commission and J. O, Cassidy, repre- 
senting the fertilizer companies, ou September 8, 1928, 
filed their reply brief to these exceptions. 

This matter was submitted by oral argument to the 
full Commission on December 6, 1928, but no decision has 
as yet been handed down by the Commission, 

LAW CASES 

1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. S. A. L. Rail- 
way Company and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of Flor- 
ida to require these two railroads to obey the Railroad Com- 
mission's order of April 18, 1923, ordering said railroads 
to install a reciprocal switch at Bradenton, Florida, such 
as will enable them to exchange cars with each other at 
that point for the convenience of shippers; the case is 
pending on an answer by the A. C. L. R. R. Company 
confessing the right of the Commissioners to enforce this 
order and on the answer of the S. A. L. Rwy. Co., asserting 
that the order of the Commissioners is in violation of Sec, 
18 of the Transportation Act of 1920, in that jurisdiction 
of interchange tracks is exclusively in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission; recent holdings of the Supreme Court 
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of the United States tend strongly to support the conten- 
tion of the S. A. L. Rwy, Company in this matter and it is 
the intention of counsel for the Commissioners to secure a 
final disposition of this ease in the Florida Supreme Court 
and then if the decision is adverse there, to file such ease 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission to procure the 
same relief. 

2. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. A. C. L. Rail- 
road Company. 

This was a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court to re- 
quire the A. C. L. R. R. Co. to enlarge its switching limits 
at Sanford, Florida, so as to include Whitner's Siding; the 
railroad company filed its answer and all the testimony in 
the matter has been f uLly taken ; the case is pending on the 
Docket awaiting argument and will no doubt be decided 
shortly in due course. 

The above case was argued before the full bench on 
June 12, 1928. 

On the 4th day of December, 1928, in an opinion written 
by Mr. Justice Strum the Supreme Court held that the 
Florida Railroad Commission's order requiring the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company to enlarge its switch- 
ing limits to include a spur track known as Whitner's 
Siding and to apply to shipments to and from this siding 
on the spur track the same rates and treatment applied 
to like shipments to and from other points within the 
switching limits is a reasonable order and should be en- 
forced. 

3. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. Clyde Steam- 
ship Company. 

There was a mandamus suit in the Florida Supreme 
Court to compel the Clyde Steamship Company to obey the 
Florida classification on shipments moving between Jack- 
sonville and Miami ; an alternative writ was issued to which 
a demurrer has been filed by the Respondent, asserting 
that the Commissioners have no authority over the Clyde

Steamship Company because its vessels go out upon the 
high seas; this demurrer is awaiting argument before the 
Supreme Court, the case having been fully briefed by both 
parties. 

This case has been set down for oral argument before the 
Supreme Court on March 6, 1929. 

4. Railroad Commission of Florida vs. A. C. L. R. R. 
Company. 

This was a suit in the Circuit Court of Orange County 
to collect a fine of $1,000.00 imposed upon said railroad for 
violation of rule No. 24, Section 3, of the Rules and Regu- 
lations of the Railroad Commissioners for the Government 
of Transportation of persons and property by common car- 
rier in the State of Florida ; pleas were filed to the Declar- 
ation and demurrers to each of said pleas were filed by me 
on behalf of the Commission; the demurrers were argued 
before Circuit Judge Frank A. Smith at Orlando and sus- 
tained by him. Following a refusal of the railroad com- 
pany to plead further, final judgment for the full amount 
of the fine was entered in favor of the Commissioners on 
Oct. 16th, 1926; the Railroad Company has appealed to 
the Supreme Court and the case is now pending on the 
Docket of that eourt awaiting final decision, it having been 
fully briefed by both parties. 

The Supreme Court in its decision handed down on July 
8, 1927, reversed the decision of the lower court, holding 
that the demurrer to the fourth plea of defendant should 
have been overruled. This ease is now pending and ready 
for trial on the fourth plea in the Orange County Circuit 
Court. 

5. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. Ry. 
Co. 

This is a mandamus proceeding to require the S. A. L. 
Rwy, Company to erect a new passenger depot at Starke, 
Florida, as ordered by the Commission; the company has 
answered the alternative writ and I have moved for a per-

emptory writ, the answer notwithstanding; the case has 
been fully briefed and is awaiting oral argument in the 
Supreme Court for final decision. 

6. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. A. C. L. B. 
E. Co. 

This is a mandamus proceeding instituted in the Circuit 
Court of Orange County, Florida, to require the Railroad 
Company to obey Rule 29, prescribed by the Commission- 
ers governing the transportation of perishables in less than 
car load lots in intrastate traffic in the State of Florida; 
the Railroad Company filed a demurrer to the alternative 
writ and the case was argued before Judge Frank A. 
Smith at Orlando and the demurrer overruled ; the com- 
pany has recently filed its answer to the alternative writ 
and the ease awaits further proceedings with reference to 
such answer. 

7. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. Ry, 
Co., Circuit Court of Duval County. 

This is an identical proceeding with that mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph save that it relates to the S. A. L. 
Rwy. Company ; the ease is pending on a motion to quash 
the alternative writ which has not been argued. 

The motion to quash in the above case was argued by 
counsel for both parties before Judge DeWitt T. Gray, in 
Jacksonville, Fla., on February 14, 1929, but no decision 
has been made as yet. 

8. The Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. 
Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Leon County. 

■This was a suit to collect a fine of $1,000 imposed tipcn 
the S. A. L. Rwy. Company for violation of the rules of 
the Commission relating to continuous mileage rate appli- 
cation to shipments originating on the C, H. & N. R. R. Co., 
which is controlled by the S. A. L. Rwy. Co. Pleas have 
been filed by the Railway Company to Plaintiff's deelara- 
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tion and demurrers interposed to such pleas; the ease is 
awaiting disposition of the demurrers. 

9. State ex rel. Postal Telegraph-Cable Company vs. 
Florida Railroad Commission. 

Petition for mandamus was filed by the Postal Telegraph- 
Cable Company in the Supreme Court of Florida in July, 
1927, asking that Alternative Writ be issued requiring the 
Florida Railroad Commission to take jurisdiction of certain 
petition of the Postal Telegraph-Cable Company for leave 
to establish an office in the Union Terminal Station at 
Jacksonville, Florida. 

The Court issued an Alternative Writ and the Florida 
Railroad Commission, through its Special Counsel and Hon, 
John E. Hartridge and Hon. Scott M. Loftin, Counsel 
respectively for Union Terminal Station Company and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, who are assisting in 
this case, filed its Motion to Quash the Alternative Writ on 
August 23, 1927. This matter is still pen cling on said mo- 
tion. Briefs have been filed but the question has never been 
formally presented to the Court, 

This matter was on July 5, 1928, presented to the Court 
in oral argument by counsel for the respective parties. 

On November 27, 1928, the Court in an opinion by Judge 
Strum granted the motion to quash. 

10. The State of Florida, ex rel. Fred H. Davis as At- 
torney General, and ex rel. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida, vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. In re: Restoration of Track and Station Facili- 
ties at Monticello, Florida. Mandamus. 

On September 14, 1927, Petition for Alternative Writ 
of Mandamus was filed in above matter, asking that the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company be required to re- 
store its tracks from Yuste, Florida, to Monticello, Florida, 
torn up and dismantled on August 25, 1927, to maintain 
said tracks and road-bed in a reasonable safe and suitable 
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condition, to restore the train service over said line of rail- 
road and to observe the train schedules that were in effect 
prior to the said August 25, 1927. On September 15, 1927, 
the Supreme Court of Florida granted the petition for 
Alternative Writ of Mandamus, 

To this Alternative Writ the Railroad Company filed a 
Motion to Quash. This motion was fully briefed by both 
parties and orally argued in the Supreme Court on Novem- 
ber 3, 1927. 

The Court, speaking through Justice Terrell, overruled 
this Motion to Quash and took jurisdiction of the subject 
matter of the Alternative Writ — -Justice Whitfield filed a 
concurring opinion. Both opinions were most able exposi- 
tions of the law on the question raised by the Motion to 
Quash, and sustained the position of the Railroad Commis- 
sion on every point. 

Return to Alternative Writ was filed by the respondent 
on February 8, 1928. 

On March 8, 1928, the relators filed their Motion to Strike 
and Demurrer to Return to Alternative Writ. 

On May 4th respondent filed its Amended Return to 
Alternative Writ. 

To this amended Return relators filed Motion to Strike, 
Demurrer and a Motion for a Peremptory Writ without 
proof. 

Final decision has not yet been handed down by the 
Court. 

11. The State of Florida, ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners, vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. Man- 
damus. In re: Ewing Station. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of the 
State of Florida, instituted on November 15, 1927, to re- 
quire the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company to obey 
an order of the Railroad Commission, to abolish for the pur- 
pose of computing rates, the station of Ewing. Florida, 
near Tampa. 
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On December 10, 1927, the respondent railway company 
filed a Motion to Quash the Alternative Writ. 

This matter has been fully briefed and will be shortly 
presented to the Court. 

Oral arguments were made to the Court by counsel for 
both parties in above cause on June 12, 1928. The Court 
has not yet handed down its opinion. 

12. The State of Florida, ex rel., Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida vs. Jacksonville Terminal 
Company, a corporation. Mandamus. 

This suit was instituted on February 13, 1928, to require 
the Jacksonville Terminal Company : 

* * To receive in your baggage room baggage properly 
identified by a claim cheek of such persons, firms, 
or corporations as may comply with the terms of 
Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commissioners of the 
State of Florida, and issue to the owner presenting 
a duplicate of such claim check, together with a rail- 
road ticket, a train check for such baggage to the 
destination shown on the ticket. And to permit any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business of 
handling and hauling baggage from hotels, residences 
and places of business in Jacksonville, Florida, to 
your passenger station, as the agent of prospective 
passengers, who has filed with you a solvent bond 
executed by an acceptable Surety company in your 
favor in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,- 
000.00), conditioned to indemnify you for all loss or 
damage occasioned by loss, accident, negligence or 
mistake in the handling of baggage by such person, 
firm or corporation, to issue duplicate claim checks 
for baggage and to have their claim checks recognized 
and exchanged for train checks by you when pre- 
sented by a passenger together with a railroad ticket.

"And in all things to fully observe and comply 
with said Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of Florida." 

On March 8th, the respondent filed its Motion to Quash 
the Alternative Writ. Oral argument was had before the 
full Court on this Motion to Quash on June 13, 1928. 

On July 19th, the Court denied Motion to Quash in a 
very fine opinion by Mr. Justice Buford in which the Court 
held: 

"The powers of the Railroad Commission are broad 
enough under the statute to include the authority to 
make reasonable regulations respecting the handling 
of baggage belonging to prospective railroad pas- 
sengers by a terminal company and providing a reason- 
able system for its safe-keeping and convenient 
identification by its owner after it has been received 
by the terminal company. 

"While the right to the management and control 
of the property of common carriers is inherent in the 
carriers who own or operate the property, yet because 
of the nature of the service and the immediate interest 
of the public therein, supervision and regulation of 
the operation and of the business done as common car- 
riers are within the powers of the State as to intrastate 
business when lawful federal authority is not domi- 
nant, and this governmental supervision and regula- 
tion may be lawfully exerted through administrative 
officers and Commissions or boards when they are 
validly constituted, and their governing powers and 
duties in the premises are legally defined and limited 
by duly enacted statutes. 

"A terminal company may not arbitrarily subject 
one class of passengers to an inconvenience in the 
matter of the identification of baggage from which 
under substantially the same circumstances, it pro- 
tects and saves another class ; and if it attempts to do 
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so, such action on its part constitutes discrimination 
which the relators, being the governmental agency hav- 
ing supervision of such matters may by reasonable 
regulation prevent in the exercise of the sound judg- 
ment of the relators under our statutes." 

Respondent thereupon filed its Return to Alternative 
Writ to which Demurrer has been filed and also a Motion 
for Peremptory Writ of Mandamus. 

This matter has been set down for final hearing before 
the Court on the 6th day of March, 1929.

1. Pursuant to Notice No. 492, dated the 19th day of 
September, 1928, the above mentioned matter came on for 
formal hearing before the Railroad Commissioners of the 
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State of Florida on the 4th day of October, 1928, in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms at Frostproof, Florida; and 
at said hearing there appeared the following interested 
parties : 

R. A. MeCranie, Asst, Gen. Mgr., C. C. Blanc, Supt., L. 
E. Covin, Train Master, and R.. W. Gentry, Local Agent, of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, appearing for 
said company. 

P. J. Langford, Mayor; John Maxey, President City 
Council; Perry E. Murray, City Attorney; Horace G. 
Banks, P. M. ; J. R. Latimer and J. E. Allen appearing for 
the City of Frostproof and the public generally. 

2. And at said time and place said Commissioners took 
the testimony under oath of witnesses representing the rail- 
road company and the public, and after hearing all parties 
desiring to be heard said Commissioners took the matter 
under advisement. 

3. And now on this date the said matter coming on for 
further consideration before the said Commissioners in reg- 
ular session at their offices in the City of Tallahassee, Flor- 
ida, and the said Commissioners being fully advised in the 
premises, do find from the evidence adduced before them 
at said hearing that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany maintains a combination passenger and freight depot 
at Frostproof, Florida; that the depot facilities provided 
by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company at Frost- 
proof, Florida, are inadequate to meet the comfort, con- 
venience and proper accommodation of passengers in that 
the passenger waiting rooms are too small and are not pro- 
vided with the proper toilet facilities. They further find 
that they should enter an order requiring the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company to provide adequate depot 
accommodations at Frostproof, Florida, with all necessary 
conveniences as to the safety, convenience and comfort of 
passengers and the proper handling, care, protection and 
prompt delivery of freight may require. 
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4. Wherefore it is considered and ORDERED by said 
Commissioners that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany be and it is hereby ORDERED AND DIRECTED to 
provide such adequate depot accommodations at Frostproof, 
Florida, so that the said combination station shall be pro- 
vided with the following facilities i 

(a) A waiting room for white passengers to contain 
not less than 400 square feet of floor space. 

(b) Separate toilet facflities for white women and white 
men to contain not less than 45 square feet of floor space 
each. 

(c) A waiting room for colored women and colored men 
to contain not less than 300 square feet of floor space. 

(d) Separate toilet facilities for colored women and col- 
ored men to contain not less than 45 square feet of floor 
space each. 

(e) A suitable ticket office with ticket window opening 
into the waiting room for white passengers and a ticket win- 
dow opening into the waiting room for colored passengers. 

(f) A suitable baggage room of sufficient dimensions to 
reasonably accommodate the traffic. 

(g) A suitable freight room adequate to insure the 
proper handling, care, protection and prompt delivery of 
freight. 

5. It is further ORDERED that the said Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company shall within 90 days from the date 
of this order submit a blue print showing the floor plans for 
said proposed depot and station facilities at Frostproof, 
Florida, for the approval of said Commissioners. 

6. It is further ORDERED that the depot facilities 
herein required to be furnished by the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company at Frostproof, Florida, shall be fully 
completed by December 31, 1929. 

7. It is further ORDERED that this docket shall remain 
open for such further or other orders in the premises as 
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may be justified, jurisdiction being retained for this pur- 
pose.
